BRITAIN STARTED IT 

When parliament meets toward the end of 
January, one item on the agenda may be the 
revision of Canada’s trade agreements with 
Britain and the United States. The Governments 
of these two countries are seeking to encourage 
a larger exchange of commodities, by swapping 
tariff concessions. In the course of the bargain- 
ing Britain may have to withdraw some of the 
exclusive or semi-exclusive advantages Canada 
now enjoys in the British market. Foreseeing 
this possibility, the Government at Ottawa is 
negotiating for compensating advantages by way 
of freer entry into the United States for im- 
portant export products. Matters may not have 


proceeded far enough to require action at the | 


coming session of parliament, but they may. 

To a proper understanding of the issues it is 
necessary to remember that the Government of 
Britain, not the Government of Canada, proposed 
the revision of the agreement between these 
countries. This is something which the British 
ministers are entitled to do, and which Ottawa 
could not prevent them doing, even though it 
involves keener competition to: Canadian proe 
ducts in the old land markets. That, as Mr. 
Bu .cnett proposed at Victoria, the Canadian pare 
liament should protest to London, or could do so 
with propriety, is doubtful. In view of what is 
oceurring in the Orient and in Europe, there are 
reasons, other than economic, why Canada should 
put no barriers in the way of closer relations be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. The

SACK OF NANKING 
The taking of Nanking by the Japanesé, as 
related by the correspondent of the London 
Times, was a dreadful business. He writes: 


“Japanese military police arrested and 
shot out of hand refugees and soldiers who 
came forward to them, offering to surrender, 
No mercy was shown. A reign of terror 
followed. ... They even visited the American 
University Hospital and stole watches from 
nurses’ wrists. ... After the executions 
bodies of young Chinese could be seen lying 
in piles in the streets. ... Old men were shot 
dead with as little consideration as if they 
were soldiers at the Hsiakwan Gate. 
Corpses of men and horses made an enor- 
mous mass more than four feet deep.” 


This was the sack of Nanking, in an unde- 
clared and unprovoked war, made by the Jap- 
anese upon a nation which had offered no insult 
or injury to the invaders, 

This was done on Chinese soil by the soldiers 
of a nation that had pledged its word not to make 
war an instrument of its policy and had sworn 
to respect the territorial integrity of China. 

This was done twenty years after Japan had 
joined itself with China, and with more than 
fifty other nations, in ‘a solemr covenant: “BY 
THE ACCEPTANCE OF OBLIGATIONS NOT 
TO RESORT TO WAR.” 


You can remember all this, and then you can 
turn to the word “sack” in the dictionary, and 
find it there defined: “The pillage or plunder of 
a captured town or city.” And it is interesting 
to note how Webster, to illustrate this definition, 
thus quotes Prescott the historian: 

The town was stormed and delivered up 
to sack—by which phrase is to be understood 
the perpetration of all those outrages which 
the ruthless code of war allowed; in that age, 
on the persons and property of the defense- 
less inhabitants, without regard to age or 
sex. 

In that age!—Vancouver Province. 


SAME OLD WINTERS 


People are wondering again, as they always 
do at this season of the year, whether Toronto 
is going to have one of those “good old-fashioned 
winters” or “a modern mild one.” The fact is, 
however, that winters varied in the old days 
very must as they do now. It is true that in 
Toronto there has appeared to be a slight tend- 
ency towards a milder average since about 1913 
(with, of course, noticeable exceptions), but 
weather experts say that this may like as not be 
followed by a tendency to colder winters again. 
Toronto's record since the earliest readings were 
taken has been summarized as follows: 


“There was a period of warm winters end- 
ing about the year 1854, after which there inter- 
vened a period lasting until about 1865 during 
which winters on the whole averaged consider- 
ably cooler than a normal winter. After a short 
period of milder or nearly normal winters until 
about 1872, there was a long period from 1873 to 
about 1896 when winters were generally cold. 

t is true that one or two exceptionally mild 
winters occurred during this secular variation, 
but the general level of temperature was lower, 
and persisted for a longer time, than has been 
recorded before or since during the century 
ended in 1937. From about 1896 to about 1913, the 
general level of the winters was very little above 
normal. From that time to the present there 
has been a rising characteristic, with a down- 
ward tendency of the curve towards its end 
accounted for by the cold winter of 1933-34."— 
Toronto Star. 


REPROVING THE WEST 

Hf there is one general criticism-to be made 
of the briefs already heard by the Rowell Com- 
mission, it is on their curious open-heartedness 
with Federal money. With but few exceptions 
ail the enclosed remedies for the problems cited 
can be boiled down to the simple formula: Let 
Ottawa provide. That Chairman Rowell paused 
in Wednesday's hearing to spike the illusion of 
the Federal Treasury having resort to “unlimit- 
ed sums” to spend on demand is not surprising. 
His reference to the coat and the cloth should be 
the guide for the briefs still in preparation. 

The Commission is not concerned about how 
to spend more money, but how money is already 
being spent and how the spending can be done 
more equitably and with less hardship to the 
taxpayer. The major reason for its existence 
is that all Governments “have been cutting a 
good deal more coat than we have had the cloth 
for.” To change tailors is a poor remedy. 
Federal “designers” are no more capable of 
miracles than any other, and miracles are about 
the sum total of what is being asked. 

“Let Ottawa provide,” is a timeless chant of 
the Provinces, which, in their turn, are inces- 
santly serenaded with the municipal parody, “Let 
the Government do it.” As expedients both have 
served some useful purposes, but the misfortune 
is that the advantages are only temporary and, 
in the long run, rather costly. After the last few 
years it would be a reasonable assumption that 
this was fairly generally understood. But what 
is curious about the Commission hearings is to 
find the illusion still so widely held.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail. ’ 


POWER EXPORT 

There are two good reasons for being careful 
of the export of power to a foreign country. One 
is that power exports tend to create vested in- 
terests and the existence of these vested interests 
may restrict the liberty of the eporting country. 
Suppose, for instance, Ontario should shoot 
across the St. Lawrence a big block of the power 
it buys from Beauharnois and, using that power, 
an important industrial city should grow up in 
the United States; then suppose, owing to in- 
dustrial] development, Ontario needed that power 
at home and the new industria] city on the New 
York side could get no power at an economic 
price to replace it. The new city would be 
threatened with destruction and serious inter- 
national complications might arise. It is the job 
of the Dominion, which has charge of external 
affairs, to keep international complications from 
developing. 

Another factor which must be considered is 
the competition which exported power sets up. 
Ontario and New York have both become highly 
industrialized. Both are, to some extent at least, 
in the same line of business. They have com- 
peting industries. They sel] their goods in the 
same world markets, It may be good business 
for Ontario to get rid of its excess power if it can. 
But is it good business to encourage, through 
the export of that excess power, the creation of 
industries that may cut away Ontario’s market?

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Your Health

When the colon is healthy and the patient 
secures two or three intestinal eliminations each 
day, good health is the rule. However, in many 
people, the colon is not in a healthy condition, 
elimination is delayed, and there is some degree 
of absorption of poisons. Because of a deficient 
ileo-cecal valve, impurities may be forced back 
into the small intestine, where they are even 
more readily absorbed than in the colon, Prob- 
ably colonic absorption is most apt to occur when 
the lihing of the large intestine is inflamed, how- 
ever it seems to occur in other cases where the 
principal derangement is the presence of pro- 
lapsus and adhesions. 

T consider intestinal poisoning so important 
that I do not hesitate to state that the intestinal 
absorption of poisons which should have been 
eliminated is probably the chief contributing 
cause of disease. 

Until the patient has learned to live in such 
a way that the constipation disappears, or until 
the prolapeed organs have been returned to 
normal, the safest plan is to take one or two 
enemas daily, at least at the start. 

The enema treatment is both simple and 
effective and in addition is non-irritating. Laxa- 
tives are helpful temporarily but there are many 
objections to the continued use of such sub- 
stanees, which may produce more irritation. The 
washing out of the colon with plain warm water 
can not do any injury to the membrane. The 
inside of the unhealthy colon is usually unclean 
and can not be injured by washing it with plain 
‘warm water. 

If you value your health, then by all means, 
keep the colon clean. If you do not have a normal 
elimination, then take at least one enema a day 
while you are re-training the intestine to do its 
work in a normal way. 

When the colon is clogged with retained 
wastes, the patient is likely to fee] tired, lazy or 
listless. The tongue may be coated, and headache 
may appear. The skin usually becomes dull in 
appearance. However, when the patient im- 
proves sufficiently so that the colon is cleansing 
itself naturally, he has an excellent chance of en- 
joying better health. 

While the enema is being used, try to learn 
how to live so as to encourage the colon to do its 
work. By establishing the habit of regularity 
you will avoid many future illnesses. 

When constipation is due to not using enough 
of the bulk-producing foods, it will generally 
yield to a regimen which provides plenty of 
vegetables. When it is due to a spastic tendency, 
as seen in the thin, nervous patient, then such 
measures as plenty of rest, avoidance of strain, 
and the use of a soft diet will usually bring 
marked improvement. 

Constipation is frequently due to weakness of 
the abdominal muscles and in such cases walk- 
ing, physical culture exercises, and outdoor 
sports will prove excellent. 

Learn how to keep the colon clean before it is 
too late and thus avoid the consequences of con- 
Stipation, and at the same time, be rewarded 
with a feeling of better health. 

If all my years of practice have taught me one 
thing, it is this: when the patient who has been 
ill begins having two or three natural daily 
movements, he almost invariably begins to get 
well. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs, Kate O. writes: “I have 
been troubled with varicose -veins for the past 
ten years. Now I notice an itchy rash on the 
lower part of the right leg. It is red and opens 
to let out a sticky fluid. I was wondering what 
kind of skin trouble I have developed.” 

ANSWER: When varicose veins have been 
present for some period of time, the patient very 
often develops eczema. Judging solely from your 
description of the skin irritation, I am under the 
impression that this is true in your case. Both 
eczema affecting the lower legs and the forma- 
tion of a varicose ulcer are fairly common come 
plications of varicose veins. 

QUESTION—Miss Frieda G. writes: “My 
mother developed arthritis and is getting along 
nicely but her doctor has her exercising and I 
feel that the exercises might make her worse 
again. Should I let her keep on exercising?” 

ANSWER: Judging from the information you 
give me, I feel that the doctor supervising the 
case is employing the correct treatment. It igs 
true that during acute soreness of the joints, 
exercise is better avoided. However, when the 
patient has started to recover there comes a 
period when exercise is indispensable, to pre- 
vent stiffness and deformity from lack of use of 
the muscles. Your mother is indeed fortunate in 
finding a doctor who understands this important 
principle. The best advice I can give you is to 


encourage her to do exactly as the doctor advises.

For 
a frozen dessert, waually the Amer- 
fean symbol of festivity, try a 
cranberry sherbet. 


WINTER RED SHERBET 
(Serves 4 to 6) 
, One pound cranberries, 3 cups 
water, 1% cups sugar, % cup 
orange juice, “% cup pineapple 
juice, juice 1 lemon, grated rind 
% orange, pinch galt, 2 egg whites. 
Cook cranberries in water for 
10 minutes, then rub through @ 
coarse sieve. Mensure pulp. You 
need exactly 2 cups, so add a little 
water if needed to make that much. 
Add sugar to hot cranberry pulp 
and juice mixture, then all the 
other juices, salt and rind. Cool. 
Beat egg whites until stiff and dry. 
Fold into cranberry mixture. Pour 
into ice cream freezer, Pack in 8 
parts ice to 1 part rock salt. Turn 
slowly. To insure a fine grain in 
sherbet, slow turning is necessary. 
When sherbet begins to $tiffen, re- 
move dasher, and drain off water 
from salt. Repack, covering secure- 
ly and leaving out the dasher. Now 
pack in 4 parts ice to 1 part rock 
salt. Stand, packed in ice, for 2 
hours before serving. Pass fresh 
lady fingers with this dessert. 


BAKED CRANBERRY PUDDING 
(Serves ® to 8) 


Two cups cranberries, 1 cup 
water, 1% cups sugar, % teaspoon 


| cinnamon, % teaspoon nutmeg, % 


cup coarsely chopped walnuts. 
Wash and pick over cranberries. 
Use an &-inch glass baking dish. 
Place the cleaned cranberries in it. 
Combine sugar and water, then 
pour over cranberries. Cover the 
dish and bake in moderately hot 
oven (400 deg. F.) for 45 minutes. 
Then uncover and sprinkle with 
cinnamon, nutmeg, but do not stir.

JAPAN'S HONOR 


Self Destruction At Times 
Preferred Instead Of 
Capture 


TIENTSIN, Dec, 27.—A party of 
dignified members of the House of | 


Peers, the upper chamber in Japan's 


Parliament, stood in a dusty road- | 


way of Tehchow discussing plans 
for continuing its inspection of the 
North China battle zone. 
| An airplane appeared from the 
| south. Some of the men cast casual 
| eyes upward, thinking it might be 
| the plane they were to use for the 
; return trip to Tientsin. Suddenly 
the ship dived and there was a 
furious rattling of machine-gun fire 
as the Chinese gunner strafed the 
street. 

The MPs ducked for shelter, dig- 
nity thrown aside. They dived in 
doorways; one took refuge under a 
cart. Bullets kicked up clouds of 
dust. Here was warfare in earnest, 
more than the inspection party had 
anticipated. 

No one was injured and a Japa- 
nese staff captain. guiding the 
party, said that there was more 
excitement than real danger in 
the incident. 

“Really nothing at all,” was the 
| way Capt. T. Santo put it. “It was 

no more dangerous than a cup of 
water thrown from a mountain- 

top.” 
Buf he had a difficult time mak- 
ing the Peers believe it. 


Captain Santo, a brave soldier 
and expert horseman, told me 
about the attitude of the Japa- 
nese toward death on the field of 
battle. Members of his own family 
had written him. he said, saying 
that while they hoped his health 
was excellent there would be great 
honor attached to his death in 
action, 

Other officers told me there had 

en frequent cases of off.cers and 
men committing suicide at the 
front. Japanese soldiers frequently 
choose death to cap-ure and feel 
honor bound to destroy them- 
selves if they feel they have not 
acquitted themselves well of if 
they have failed their Emperor in 
an important service. 

Cap.. Gengo Mizoguchi infantry 
officer, was recuperating in Tien- 
tsin from wounds received in the 
Storming of the city wells at Chen- 
ting during the southern Hopeh 
campcign, He told me a story of a 
comrade’s bravery. 
| In command of the infantry unit 
| charged with attacking Chenting, 
Mizoguchi found that the artillery 
detachment backing him was com- 
manded by a Capt. Kobayashi. 

“He wes my classmate at the Mil- 
itary Academy,” Mizoguchi said. 
“The success of our attack was due 
largely to a renewel of friendship 
and bravery by Capt. Kobayashi. 
| “We were about 150 meters in 
front of the enemy and they opened 
a rifle and mechine-gun barrage. 
Capt. Kobayashi instructed his men 
by field telephone to direct their 
fire at the machine-gun bases and 
| thus cover our advance. 

“Then Kobayzshi, instead of re- 
maining back with the guns, ad- 
vanced to the infantry’ positions 
and charged the walls side-by-side 
with me. In fact, he helped me 
command my troops. 

“It was one of the rare times 
when the artillery has gone right to 
the front-line fighting instead of 
occupying the usua] position at the 
| rear. He was a true friend.”

FARM LABORER | 
FARNS LOWEST | 
WORKER'S PAY 


Agriculture Department 
Estimates $300 As Year- 


ly Average 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 27. — Farm 
laborers are the lowest-paid class 
of workers in America, a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture survey re- 
vealed today. 

Annual earnings range from $62 
fo $748 @ year among groups sur- 
veyed and average approximately 
$300. Average farm wages in many 
localities were found to be leas 
than 50 cents a day. 

The department e-timated there 
are 2,500,000 persons engaged as 
farm laborers. An intensive ‘per- 
sonal canvass was made of labor- 
ers in 11 countries in as many 
states in representative sections of 
the country. 

Investigators went into the heart 
of the corn belt, the wheat belt, 
the cattle and sheep country, into 
tobacco, cotton, fruit and dairy 
regions. The survey included part- 
time as well as permanent em- 
ployees. 


LAG IN FARM WAGES 


Farm wages, although they have 

increased 50 per cent since 1932, 
have not risen as rapidly as farm | 
|income and city wage earnings, the 
| survey said. Compared with other | 
wage-earning groups farm laborers | 
receive 20 per cent less than they 
did in the five years before 1929, } 
“In 1936, income from farm| | 
| 


production, including benefit pay-| 
ments, averaged 130 per cent of 
pre-war, non-farm income averaged 

148 per cent, but farm wages in- | fH 
stead of rising to a comparable level | 
rose only to 107 per cent,” the sur-|

The average age of farm laborers) 
is increasing, the report concluded. | | 
Whereas young men previously |

SOUTH FAR BELOW NORTH 


Average earnings of southern 
workers interviewed were only 
slightly more than half the earn- 
ings of northern workers.

Northern workers received cn 
average income of $140 per per- 
son, which included all members 
of the family.
